B* tne census report we have the aggregate mem- 
bership of the R»man Catholics o» America as 
6 250,000 This membership includes persons above 
ten years of age who have received their first com- 
munion. The Catholic population would embrace 
about 7,350.000 They report 10,221 organizations, 
with 8,765 church edifices. Taeir church property 
is valued at $118 381,516, and their churches average 
& membership of 611, while all their churches will 
accommodate 3,366 633 attendants. This is a grand 
showing for the body, though somewhat less than 
they claim in their year books, and proves them to 
b3 by all odds the most numerous body in America. 
The New Eagland States claim 1 100,000 Catholic 
communicants—a Oatholic Caurch existing in every 
New Eng‘and county but one—which shows that 
New Eagland is very largely foreiga and Catholic. 
Their church houses average in cost $13,500, a much 
higher rate than Protestant houses will average. 
However, they are united, and in large bodies con- 
tribute to the building of a single house. A town 
of 5,000 people, equally divided between Catholics 
and Protestants, would have a half dozan Protestant 
churches and a single Catholic, and a half dozen 
Protestant preachers to support to one Catholic. If 
Protestantism cou'd attain to the uaily of Oatholi- 
cism, its tremendous power in America would count 
for far more.

A proper study in this direction only increases our 
admiration of God and our reverence for his name 
and nature. Beside, the works of God should be 
studied by u3 because he has launched them before 
our eyes as illustrations of his glory. There are 
two stairways by which we climb into the throne 
of his glory—his Word and his works. We should 
not shut the gates which open at our feet entering 
intothem. Dr. Elkins has, within the two years 
pt, taken nearly a hundred diffarent observations of 
Arcturus, the brilliant star now nearly overhead in 
the early evening. He has fixed its motion at 381 
miles per second, against about eighteen miles for 
our own world, or a speed about twenty-one times 
as fast. It would cover the distance between Oin- 
elnnati and St. Louis between each two ticks of the 
clock, and some comets are known to have a rate 
of speed exceeding that of Arcturus. While Sirius 
is receding from our world at the rate of twenty 
miles per second, Arcturus is approaching us at the 
rate of fifty-five miles per second. Should it con- 
tinu3 to approach us for 10,000 years at the same 
rate, it yet would continue to appear only as a dis- 
tant star. If oursun were removed to a distance 
140,000 times greater than it now is from us, his 
brilliance would be the same as that of Arcturus; 
but Arcturus is 11,500,000 times farther from us than 
our sun, so Arcturus, as a sphere, is believed to be 
550,000 times as large as our sun. That we may see 
how small our earth is, as a sphere, let it be noted 
that Japiter, of our solar system, is larger than all 
the other planets revolving about oursun, and yet the 
sun itself would make 1,000 Jupiters, while Arcturus 
would raake 550,000 000 Japitere. Great and mighty 
are the worksof God, and yet the God that made 
them is our Father. 





HE causes for dissatisfaction in Ireland one would 
think, at first, lay largely in the fact that 1,016 
persons owned farm; ranging in area from 1,000 
acres to 100,000 acras or more, while 876 other per- 
sons own farms ranging from 500 acres to 1,000 acres. 
But a worse condition of things obtains in Scot- 
land, where 1,765 persons own farms ranging from 
1,000 acres to 100,000 and upward, and 826 other per- 
sons own farm; ranging from 500 acres to 1,000 
Taat which it is claimed occasions unrest in Ireland 
does not create unresi in Scotland, at least to the 
same extent.

The government 
proposes to spend $150,000,000 in the purchase of 
lands, paying there‘or bonds bearing 2} per cent. 
These lands are to be sold to tenant: by the state 
on easy terms and very longtime. This seems to 
us like a most ganerous proposition un the part of 
the state, and one which should pacify Irish feel- 
ing: We kaow of no other government in the 
world that would deal so generously with its in- 
habitants. It really seems to usas though the Irish 
heart should tura with more loyalty toward the 
English throne. 





HE South Carolina Univesity, a state institu- 
tion, and an institation not in any sense relig- 
ious in its character, has dismissed from its facalty 
Prof. W. J. Alexander, of its chaic of Logic and 
Rhetoric, simply because he owned himself a Uni- 
tarian Christian. The chair certainly has nothing to 
do with religious instraction in that or any other

—s methods of the Salvation Army could not be 


accepted by all Ohristian men, but they have

EDINBURG AND THE HOUSE OF JOHN KNOX.

Edinburg, or ‘“‘Edinboro,’”’ as the Scotch people 
prefer to call their capital, is a wonderfal town in 
many respects. It records not simply a single chap- 
ter of history, but a whole volume. And here I am 
reminded that he who undertakes to write letters of 
travel will lay himself open to one of two charges. 
Asa rule, he will either speak in such general terms 
that his letters will be dull, or else in such particu- 
lars as to become tedious. I remember, too, that 
space in the good old HERALD is tod valuable to be 
filled with mere words. 

Let us take a short walk together, as friends, in 
Edinboro. In the last sketch we said something 
about Glasgow. The two cities, however, are very 
unlike in their general and speelal characteristics. 
It Glasgow is the place to make money, surely 
Edinboro is the place to spend it. Here we see 
fashion, finery, and folly. There are two cities in 
one—a city of the aristocracy, and a city of the 
very poor. In a wonderful manner nature has 
formed an abode for each—the high land, and 
the low land. But let no one suppose that all of 
those who live up town are for that reason any 
nearer heaven; nor, on the other hand, that those 
who live below are on that account less deserving. 
As is often the case, many of the rich are of a 
“haughty spirit,’’ while many of the poor are 
‘poor in spirit.’”?” The former and the latter shall 
have quite a different portion in the life to come. 

Now, in our walk, and while talking over those 
things by the way, we find ourselves upon the aris- 
tocratic side, for we have passed up Princess Street 
and by the beautiful monument o! Robert Burns 
and the flower gardens near. Olimbing a short 
ascent called Cotton Hill, we stand next beside the 
tall shaft of granite and marble erected to the mem- 
ory cf Lord Nelson, of Trafalgar fame. Ascending 
this monument, we find ourselves 452 feet above the 
city below, whence we gain a full view of the entire 
situation. Near us, in the park below, i3 a curious 
monument about forty feet high, pyramidal in 
shape, of white marble, and has on each of its four 
sides a large open b»ok sculptured in the marble. 
Oa the page we read the sublime passage: ‘*The 
entrance of thy word giveth light.’”?” The monu- 
ment is erected to the memory of the Oovenanters 
—they who did so much to give S:otland and the 
world a free church and an open Bible. Oh, what 
rivers of blood they waded through to find the 
prize they often blindly sought! From our poai- 
tion, at the very top of the Nelson monument, we 
see objects of great interest, also quite a distance 
away. The wonderfal new bridge across the Firth 
of Forth—a construction so remarkable as to be 
reckoned one of the chief wonders of the age of 
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wonders. The Emperor of Germany recently paid 


& visit to Edinburg to see this bridge. 

Bat we are more interested in castles and colleges 
and churches than in bridges, 60 having marked 
out, clearly, Edinburg Castle, St. Gile’s Church, 
Holly Rood Palace, and ‘‘Arthur’s Seat,’’ we 
descend from our high position in the world to 
visit these buildings, etc., in order. The old castle 
was really a fort in the twelfth and sixteenth cen- 
turies. Here resided the kings and q 1eens of Scot- 
land. Around and within its disma: walls many a 
hard-fought battle has occurred. The guide de- 
lights in pointing out to us incidents or relics of the 
scene of the long ago, and of which he supposes we 
must be very familiar. All about are the Queen’s 
soldiers, men in red coats with brass buttons and 
tall bear-skin caps, armed for war. It is a noticea- 
ble thing that you find these soldiers wherever you 
go in Scotland, England, and Ireland. They are 
all young men, from eighteen to twenty-five. 
Their life does not seem to be monotonous, for they 
are set to guard with great care and fidelity every 
public hall, museum, library, etc., in the realm. 

Bat let us salute the soldiers and leave the castle 
for a walk down the street toward Holly Rood 
We pass the ‘old church, St. Gile’s, where the 
famous John Knox preached his powerful sermons, 
and where, in the old church-yard, tradition says, 
he was buried. A little further on we come to the 
‘Old Mange’’—the real house where this man of 
God once lived. It has been sacredly guarded all 
the centuries by the people, and reminds the visitor 
that it probably is, in many respects, the identical 
house where Knox lived. It has, of course, been 
renewed in parts exposed most to the weather. 
The house is quite small, of stone, and we are per- 
mitted to enter by paying a sixpence (about twelve 
cents). We enter the second story by an outside 
stairway—a characteristic of the architecture of 
the sixteenth century—and, when once within, we 
find ourselves in the midst of many ancient and 
curious things, some of which were really once the 
property of the great reformer. In short, the house 
has really become a small museum, filled with relics 
of history associated with Enox and his cotempo- 
raries of the Reformation period. We felt as we 
read the inscriptions of immortal thoughts carved, 
not only on the granite walls of the room, but in 
the hearts of the Scotch people, that we were 
really thankful John Knox lived at such a time. 
Surely, he was ‘fone who never feared the face 
of man.”’

On the Cape, good roads are 
made in a way the reverse of the methods else- 
where. Tae natural soil here is semi clay, and the 
traveled rosd3, including our Oraigville avenues, 
are at first loose sand. To remedy this, instead of 
grading the road and putting a covering of sand or 
gravel, a covering of the loaming soil is put over 
the sand. In this way a solid and durable roadway 
is made. Tis has been done for all our principal | 
avenues, at an expense of between $200 and $300 

The Central Park Cottage has been purchased for 
$1,000 (on which $200 have been paid), refurnished, 
and a dining-room added, at an expense of $500 
more. It now answers its intent of furnishing good, 
substantial lodging and board at rates within the 
reach of many who could not afford hotel expenses. 
The use made of the money meets the general ap- 
proval of the donore, The trustees have forther 
improvements in contemplation, which will call 
for more money. Tnis will doubtless be forth- 
coming.

SUGGESTIONS TO A YOUNG PREAOHER. 
BY AN OLD ONE. 

1. Modern preaching, to be effective, should ag 
be urcorked in thesammer. It is of so light and 
volatile a nature, that, if opened in warm w r, 
it will all evaporate, effervesce, and ‘“‘ waste its 
sweetness on the desert air,” as it were. If you 
doubt the importance of this rule, you have only to 
mark the ‘grand and glorious results’”’ during the 
winter, and the still more “grand and sloriogy 
shrinkage during the summer. 

2. Brevity is the one important potat in all 
preaching. Hence ycu should always struggle tp 
be short—very short—the shorter the better. And 
to preserve the ‘‘eternal fitness of things,’ and that 
ycur sermons may be beaatifully symmetrical, and 
suited to the artistic taste of your elite audieng, 
they should also be thin, otherwise, their balk will 
be out of all proportion to their length, and they 
will be larger laying down than they are when 
standing up. Indeed, nothing is ever too thin, it 
it is only short enough. Bat be carefal not to pro 
nounce the benediction too soon, or many of your 
attentive hearers will go home sleepy and out of 
sorts. 

8. See to it that your preaching is sound. Her 
esy is just now being rigidly weeded out. Heretics 
have to take a back seat, with all other ticks that 
show a tendency to “thang on.”’ 8») it is very im- 
portant that your preaching ba all sound. Never 
mind the sense; but, be sure to remember, the 


more sound the better, provided you don’t disturb © 


the sleepers. 

4, Fallin with whatever is popular. It is easen- 
tial that you be on the strong side. ‘‘Evolution” 
is fashionable just now. Peach it, by all means, 
as far as consistent with numbers 2 and 8. Youcan 
do this by throwing in the catch-words, such # 
“evolve,” “environment,” ‘Godward,’ “Christ 
side,” etc. It is wonderful what a reputation this 
will give you for scholarship and eloquence. Bat, 
above all things, give that hot place we read of ia 
the Bible a wide berth, 
uncomfortably hot, and its odor of brimstone 
would be very annoying indeed.

6. Be always on the watch for wealthy church®, 
and plan to get yourself chosen as pastor at 8 fat 
salary. If you should have occasion to visit stchs 
church, in the absence of the pastor, watch closely; 
you can always find something amiss. Point out 
all such defects, magnify them as much as , 
and then tell what you would do, and how 90 
would manage it if you were only pastor. Ia this 
way, and by skilifal wire-working, you can get 
voted in by the best chui ches.

These 
banners are not in accord with the banners of earth, 
8o we set up our banners, it may be, for war sgainst 
allthatopposethem. There is increasing liberality, 
it is said, but much that goes for liberality is simply 
competition among churches, by which they are 
obliged to seek patronage and support from the 
people, Bat the creeds are still taught, even to the 
little children in the Sunday-school. Shall we then 
have no interest in these things, we who, free from 
the traditions. of the pest, are best prepared to in- 
vestigate these things? The people of Israel were 
in some respects unfaithful, but they were a noble 
people and did perform their mission, and handed 
down to us the Word of God, and they give law to 
the nations. L3t us be faithful to our mission. 
Let us not hate our brethren, but let us love them 
and seek to win them to the truth. Banners mean 
order. This we need. We bave been too much a 
rabble. Our ministers have nobly led the way, but 
the laity nave not supported them in their self-de- 
nying labors. All this must bs changed. There 
must be more freedom in contributions of money 
and time to help on the cause we represent. 

At7 P.M. Rav. C. L. Jackson, of Brooklyn, led 
a praise service, followed at 7:45 by a sermon from 
Rev. E. E Hale, D. D., of Boston, from I. John 3: 
“‘How great a thing is it that we should be called 
the children of God, and such we are,”’ This state- 
ment, when first made, was an entirely new state- 
ment to mankind. The lesson began to be taught 
at Pentecost, and disciples spoke to the multitudes 
as men who had authority became inspired by this 
truth of the brotherhood of mankind, growing out 
of the thought of Divine sonship. This is the 
spirit of true religion. The spirit that rules the 
universe rules me if I will let it. He is your 
father and you are his children. This truth under- 
lies all progress in human experience. Throw 
overboard the idea that men are the children of 
wrath and aecept the truth that they are the chil- 
dren of God, and you have set men on the way of 
progress. He who accepts this truth sees God in 
nature, co-operating with him. No man can tell 
what human society will be when men fully accept 
this truth of Whitsunday.

HAVE WE BEEN TRUE TO OUR PROFESSION ? 

Most people are better in their profession than in 
their practice. It would be a very strange thing if 
the Christians were an exception to the general 
rule. We do not believe they are an exception, 
nor do we believe that they have in all things and 
at all times been trae to their profession. To credit 
our people with what they do not deserve, is by no 
means @ wise thing, nor is it a wholly wise thing to 
cover their fauits from the eyes of the world or from 
their own eyes. 

No people ever entered on their career with so 
grand a platform of principles, we candidly believe, 
and with their platform they should have captured 
the fourth part of America by this time, but instead 
thereof, in a cantury, we have grown into a peo- 
ple hard]y more than one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand strong. The measure of growth that has 
been attained has not satisfied even the moderately 
ambitious among us. We have never met a min- 
ister of the Christians that regarded our growth as 
the measure of a reasonable expectation, or who was 
not more or less discouraged over the slowness and 
smallness of our growth. 

If it is the duty of a people to live at all, it is 
also the duty of that people to grow into the fullest 
possible measurement of strength. Who would 
not be better satisfied among us if our numbers 
were one miliion instead of one hundred and fifty 
thousand? Who would not rejoice to see our ban- 
aer wave in one thousand cities rather than in one 
hundred? 

Our sermons, articles, home mission efforts all go 
toshow that we are struggling for a larger hold upon 
the popular heart and for a more generous propor- 
tion of the population. It humiliates us to look 
away to Alabama and see but eight churches of the 
Christians at the end of a century of work; to 
look to Arkansas and see but ten; to Nebraska and 
count but six; to Wisc nsin and note but twenty- 
seven. In Vermont we have only ten churches; 
in Connecticut but five; in Kansas but sixty-seven; 
and in the West beyond perhaps not a single church 
to day. 

: we. do not array these figures to discourage, 
but to point out the regrettable fact of our weak- 
ness in comparison with what should be our 
strength. If there be an unreasonable weakness 


the cause, if we may, we should seek to remedy it, 
and henceforth grow as our platform of princi. 
ples would seem to warrant and demand that we 
should. 

When we say we have no creed but the Bible, 
and accord to every Obristian man the right to in- 
terpret that Bible for himself, that means that as a 
people we are not committed to any one distinctive 
doctrine as against any other. That is, as a people 
we can not take up the lance against the Trinity ag 
for the Unity; for Immersion as against Pedobap- 
tism; for Eternal punishment as against Ultimate 
restoration; for another form of the atonement ag 
against the vicarious; for partial as against total de- 
pravity, etc. 

The moment we pronounce against trinity, pedo- 
baptism, vicarious atonement, total depravity, 
the sleep of the dead, etc., as a people, in that 
moment we pronounce in favor of the opposite 
doctrines and so establish those opposite doctrines 
as the creed of theOhristians. In doing this, we as 
certainly lift our own hands against the principles 
of our profession as the creed churche3 do in oppos- 
ing us. 

We have not generally been able to secure the 
confidence of the creed churches in our profession 
asa people. While we have said, ‘*We have no 
doctrinal creed,’’ they have at once outlined a creed 
tous. They have said, ‘* You are opposed to pedo- 
baptism, to trinitarianism, to total depravity, to vi- 
carious atonement, etc., and from nearly all your 
pulpits you fa'm nate against these doctrines.” 

We have had eminent writers who have con- 


tended for certain forms of doctrine, we grant, but — 


no one of these honorable brethren presumed to 
speak in the name of the Christians. They gave, 
we consent, and in a most masterly manner, their 
personal doctrinal views, but they did not presume 


to say, ‘These doctrines are the profession of the . 


Christians,’’ for in so saying they would also have 
said, ‘‘In these doctrines are found the creed of the 
Christians.”’ 

These men almost universally convinced our 
people of the truth of ¢heir doctrinal convictions, 
and by their public controversies lifted the Ohris- 
tians into the field of doctrinal controversy, but we 
regard this as a most unfortunate thing for the 
Christians. Conferential sermons became doctrinal 


in opposition to the doctrinal teachings of the de- — 


nominations, while the Trinitarian and the Pedo- 
baptist were almost nowhere found, either in our 
pulpits or in our churches at the North. 

Tne principles of our platform commit us to the 
work of converting men to Ohrist, of turning them 
away from sin and of bringing them into a common 
church fellowship. They charge us to receive to 
our church fellowship regenerated persons, all who 
can, from their hearts, accept Jesus as their Savior 
and trust penitently in him. They command us to 
give perfect liberty to all men in the interpre- 
tation of the Scriptures, and forbid our rejecting 
any man or minister from our membership or our 
pulpits who takes the Bible for his creed, Christian 
for his name, and Christian character for his test of 
fellowship. 

Personally, we propose to stand by the platform 
in its fullest breadth and length. If five hundred 
men, coming from fifty diffarent denominations, 
one hundred of whom were ministers of those de- 
nominations, should ask the fellowship of our 
church and conference, we should accord it with- 
out a word of question or a moment of hesitation, 
if convinced that they were Christian in heart and 
were ready to indorse and defend our principles. 

We have no particle of sympathy for doctrinal 
tests of fellowsabip in other churches, nor in our 
own. In other churches they may perhaps be rea- 
sonably used, because professed, but in Cbristian 
churches they are abominable, because denounced 
by the profession of those churches. 

Our platform is the admiraticn of one-half of the 
Protestant Christians of America. Let us stand 
squarely by it and as squarely on it. Let us repel 
no humble Christian by denouncing his peculiar 
dcctrines, but let us seek to win all Obristian men 
by pleading for and defending the broad principles 
we profess. True to these, all along the line, the 
Christians will grow into strength.

quantities of natural gas and oil that are daily used in 
Indiana, must, of course, create a vacuum somewhere 
in the depths of the earth, and these mundane explo- 
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The immense 


sions are seemingly increasing in power, and more dis- 
astrous trouble may come. Early last summer, on Flat 
River, a few miles south and west of Greensburg, Ind., 
one morning about 9 o’clock, all of a sudden, and with- 
out warning, there came a mighty upheaval from the 
bowels of the earth, embracing about 40 acres, in the 
shape of an explosion. Sheets of flames reached sky- 
ward 200 or more feet; great trees were uprooted, torn, 
and twisted, and huge rocks came up from the depths. 
The river lost its flow, and disappeared for three days. 
A fine, new clay was vomited up by the hidden forces, 
and a 20-acre cornfield was destroyed and partly burned. 
A panic afflicted the people locally, and thousands came 
to see the greatest phenomena of the day. This is only 
asmall specimen of what may be the result of tamper- 
ing with this subtle and peculiar agency. The Evans- 
ville trouble came somewhat similarly, only it did not 
develop to the surface; but it was more powerful in its 
far-reaching scope of territory. We are no pessimist 
when we would hint at the thought that likely God 
has laid up in store, down deep in the vaults of old 
Mother Earth, the ingredients for carrying out the doc- 
trine of II. Peter 8:10: “But the day of the Lord will 
come as a thief in the night; in the which the heavens 
shall pass away with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat; the earth also, and the 
works that are therein, shall be burned up.” Three 
years ago, at the time of the Charleston (S. ©.) earth- 
quake, I was preaching at Evansville (a city of 48,000 in- 
habitants) when the sesmic force struck that city; but 
this last one was immense in comparison with that. In- 
diana had well be on her guard how she tampers with 
these bottled-up, powerful agencies. Something must 
fill in the vacancies occurring by the displacement of so 
much awful pressure.—J. T. PHILLIPS.

-Thursday morn- 
ing, August 6th, I accompanied them to Harrisonburg, 
where they took the train south, while I boarded the 
north-bound local for the Central Virginia Conference, 
which met that morning at Edinburg, Shenandoah Oo., 
Va. I found the conference very largely attended, all 
the churches being represented but three...... For several 
years there has not been a sufficient supply of ministers 
to supply the churches—Bro. Tamkin having a cancer- 
ous growth on his thigh, and Eli Brown not having been 
in the active ministry for some years. At this session two 
fine young men were received and licensed to improve 
their gifts in public, and one ordained elder united from 
another conference. I think there were at least three 
new churches received into the conference, and steps 
taken looking toward the renewal and upbuilding of 
several old and broken-down churches.......... Rev. J. W. 
Dofflemyer has been president of this conference for 
many years, and was re-elected at this session. In way 
of officers, this conference has been highly favored; for 
in the person of Elder Tamkin they have one of the most 
accurate and painstaking secretaries that it has been my 
pleasure to meet. He has filled the office for about a 
score of years. May it be our heavenly Father’s will to 
answer his people’s prayers, and spare his life for years 
of active work in the vineyard of our Master......... The 
writer made his report to this body as children’s mis- 
sionary, partly under the care of this conference, as fol- 
lows : Sermons, 235; confessions, 158; members received, 
97; and baptisms, 47; with over 3,000 miles of travel, over 
mountains that tower toward the sky; through cold, 
rain, and snow.......... I could not feel myself justified in 
yielding to the pleadings of my friends to remain with 
them another year as their missionary, but expect to 
confine my mission-work to two points easily accessible 
by railroad......... This conference did a wise and prudent 
thing in recommending Rev. J. W. Dofflemyer to the 
Mission Board for assistance. I sincerely hope that he 
may be employed; for he has the ability, and has been 
very successful in winning souls to Christ......... I have 
received a call from two of my four congregations that 
compose this little conference; and if the other two ex- 
tend thesame in unanimity, I may possibly feelin duty 
bound to accept. But I still feel drawn toward the evan- 
gelistic work......... If this should come to the eye of any 
one desiring assistance in revival work, or of a confer- 
ence desiring to employ a missionary evangelist, I will 
be pleased to hear from them........To-morrow there will 
be a local-option election in this district, and I am pray- 


ing for the Lord to give victory to the right.—D. A.

ILLINOIS. 

Nekoma.—That the Western Illinois 
Conference may know something of my 
labor since our last conference, I take this 
opportunity to speak of my work. Soon 
after conference I went to Henry, IIl., 
where I spent the winter, with not alto- 
gether satisfactory results. I was notidle, 
however; for while things were against 
us there, other fields were opened up—one 
a grand revival-meeting at Olive Chapel, 
held by Elder Hanger, in which we had 
the pleasure of participating. It was the 
grandest experience of our life. May the 
Lord give Bre. Hanger many happy days 
yet. I remained in Henry until April, 
when I took charge of the Ontario Church, 
where I found a pleasant field, and did 
what I could, by the help of the Lord. 
We observed Children’s Day, July 12th, to 
the satisfaction of all present. We use 
nothing here but our own literature, and 
can find no better or cheaper. The chil- 
dren all did finely. Elder J. E. Amos, of 
Avon, was with us, and took part in the 
exercises, giving us a first-class sermon at 
night, full of facts and glowing with his- 
torical truths, in which he had undivided 
attention. Collection amounted to $14.87. 
waned On our last Sabbath we held memo- 
rial services of the two daughters of Cary 
and Eila Like, and granddaughters of 
Elder H. H. Like. Emma died May 12th, 
being about four years of age, and her 
little sister Eva on the 28th of the same 
month, aged about two years—both dying 
of that dread malady, black diphtheria. 
While they leave sad hearts behind, they 
have scaled the hights to the bosom of 
Him who said, “Saffer little children to 
come unto me.”’...... Our work for the year, 
ending July 26th, has been as follows: 
Miles traveled, 1,945; sermons preached, 
103; baptisme, 18; funeral sermons, 6; 
for which I have received $275, and bless- 
ings not told in dollars and cents.......... 
Brethren, let us come up to our confer- 
ence as we went into our harvest fields,— 
with the intention to do something for 
the Master,—and our conference will be a 
success. Come, praying for the outpour- 
ing of the Spirit; and the Lord grant that 
it may inspire each one with high hopes 
for the coming year.—E, E. BENNETT.
